NOT A SINGLE WHITE FACE SEEN INIT. 
ARRIVAL THE 


THE AUDIENCE ESTIMATED AT 
THREE HUNDRED AND FIFTY,

~Seven-Eighths of Whom Were Negroes. 


BUT LITTLE ENTHUSIASM. 


Yesterday was the day set apart by 
the faithful, as the big day of the cam- 


-paign. Handbills had gone forth to 
every section of the State, the Radical 


papers had extensively advertised the 
great cvent that Sceretary Delano, of 
Grant’s Cabinet and other distinguished 
speakers would address the people at 
Lovejoy’s Grove,near the city of Raleigh, 
where accommodations would be made 
to entertain 5,000 visitors. The Fra, 


that is generally good at guessing, but 
never guesses right, guessed there would 
be over 5,000 persons present,—but to 


come back to the matter. 

At 11 o’clock the Oak City Brass 
Band sounded the assembly in front of 
Metropolitan Hall where the procession 
was formed.

B, Neathery was 
there—Jenkins, the young Treasurer 
was there—Col. Ike Young was there. 
Farriss came with the procession and 
was the only white face in it. Gen. Ab- 


_bott saw the procession, we called his 


attention to it, his countenance fell, 
doubtless he thought of the 


effect that it would have upon Delano. 
We thought of it, too and felt sorry for 
him. Gen. Abbott left the scene. 
Neathery and Jenkins took a private 
confab in the corner of the porch. Su- 
pervisor Perry became restless—walked 
the porch rapidly. Col. Young came 
gallantly forward to the rescue of the 
chop-fallen crew, peremptorily 
ordered Farriss to move bis ninety-seven 
ragamuftins along. We will not do the 
Colonel injustice. We did not hear 
what he called the faithful Ninety seven, 
but we properly substitute the term 
used. 

We followed the Ninety Seven; ar- 
rived at the grove, found plenty of room 
and took our seat on the reportorial 
stand, in company with Messrs. Crepsy, 
of the New York Zribune, Redfield, of 
the Cincinnati Commercial, Finch, of 
the New York J/eral/, and Syme of the 
Sentinel. 

Soon the two carriages containing the 
speakers and honored guests arrived, 
(but we will mention by way of paren- 
thesis that especial care was taken to 
allow sufficient time for Farriss and his 
Ninety Seven Ragamuffins to reach the 
grove before the distinguished (‘) cor- 
tege left the National). The carriages 
contained Secretary Delano, the speaker, 
on: Colonel Baker, of Washington 
City, whoever he is, Samuel F. Phillips, 
Calvin J. Rogers, P. M., Jeems H. Har- 
ris, colored, Jno. B. Neathery, the Gov- 
ernor’s Private Secretary, young Jen- 
kius, the Treasurer, or Jenkins, the 
young Treasurer, Hon. John Pool, Su- 
pervisor Perry and Col, L. J. Young the 
Collector. 

On the stand were a dozen or more 
colored and white lesser lights, among 
whom we noticed the colored preacher 
Warwick, Mayor Whitaker, Commis- 
sioner Shaffer, Deputy Sheriff Magnin, 
Quent Busbee, Sergeant Pryor, the 
drunken negro, and severa! other 
colored and white of the same iik. 
Immediately in tront of the speakers 
stand was Shuderick Jones, the convic- 
Keith, the dissen- 
ter, Nowell, the deputy sheriff, and 
about one hundred and fifty of colored 
After some 
blowing and drumming by the band 
during which time the stragglers came 
up, Samuel F. Phillips came (forward 
and introduced to the audience, of four 
hundred at the Highest estimate, seven-

eights of whom were negroes, the Hor. 


Secretary Delano, whom he said was 


better known to the audience as a mem- 
ber of Grant’s cabinet; that he had 
used his co-operation in the great “ Let 
us have peace” policy, &c. Mr. 
Phillips said that be deemed it unnec- 
essary to ask for the speaker the undi- 
vided attention of the audience, he 
— that the speaker would have it, 

c. 

The Secretary came forward amidst a 
weak show of applause, and proceeded 
to harangue Farris with his Ninery- 
SEVEN, the distiaguished (7) guests, the 
stragglers that come up, and the 
handtul curiosity struck Democrats. 

The Secretary seemed much chagrin- 
ed at the small audience before him, 
and it was apparent to every one he was 
surprised, mortified and disgusted. He 
spoke for at least a half an hour with- 
out arousing the slightest enthusiasm, 
or even receiving a respose or any 
applause from his audience of negros. 
[lis subject was not only stale and flat, 
but the delivery was poor and without 
vim or feeling, proceeding doubtless 
from the cause above stated. 

The Secretary first proceeded to ex- 
amine the history and condition of the 
Republican party. He said that not 
only in North Carolina but throughout 
the country there are new combinations 
in politics, proposed and founded on 
the most unwarrantable charges against 
the Republican party and its adminis- 
tration. In his long and stale defence 
of these charges, he labored hard to find 
a name for the op position party. Said 
if they would only suggest a name he 
would call it by that name. He could 
not call it Democratic, for Sam. Phil- 
lips had told him that Senator Schurz 
had said the Democratic party was 
dead. He could not call it the Greeley 
party, because they would charge him 
with saying it was not so; and he could 
not call it Liberal Republican, for then 
he would know that he lied himself.— 


He then proceeded to tell the old anec- 


dote of the hoosier swallowing the oys- 
ter that would not lie on «his stomach, 
which he did very badly, and made a 
very disgusting application, to say the 
least, ill becoming a cabinet officer. 

He claimed that the Radical Repub- 
lican party, that which he advocated, 
had its origin soon after the repeal of 
the Missouri compromise, its single pur- 
pose being to prevent the spread of 
slavery into the territories, and that it 
laid no hand on slavery in the States, 
He then makes for it a history to the 
present time, in which he claimed for 
it, the accomplishment of everything 
that advanced the progress of the coun- 
try. Before he got through the history 
of the party, it became very apparent 
to him that something must be done to 
arouse the enthusiasm of his audience, 
or his great speech, which doubtless had 
been the work of weeks, would fall still 
born ; so after a few facetious remarks, 
in which he called his auaience, * You 
black rascals,” referred to Hon, John 
Pool as “this fellow orer here,” he 
opened on Ku-Kluk. It was indeed a 
happy hit. To those who have had an 
opportunity of seeing for themselves, it 
is unnecessary to describe the peculiar 
glare of  negro’s face when 
* Ku-klux” is mentioned by a Radical 
speaker. He is then all eyes and all 
ears. The Secretary saw the point and 
improved this opportunity by keep- 
ing his audience spell bound for a 
short period at least. 

Leaving the Ku Klux, he let in upon 
the results of the Republican party, and 
thence upon the financial policy of the 
administration which we evidently too 
deep for his ignorant audience, a fact 
which compelled him to res ort to some 
expedient to arouse$his stupid hearers, 
and accordingly called upon them to 
send up three cheers for Grant.
